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Bennett Votes To Ban Partial-birth Abortions

A currently legal abortion proce- 
dure involving partial birth may soon be 
banned in Michigan under new legisla- 
tion passed by the Senate, said Senator 
Loren Bennett (R-Canton Township). 


During a partial-birth abortion, the 
living fetus is extracted, feet first, from 
the womb and through the birth canal 
until all but the head is exposed. At this 
point, the tips of surgical scissors are 
thrust into the base of the skull and a 
suction catheter is inserted through the 
opening to remove the brain. 

House Bill (HB) 5889, which passed 
by a vote of 28-8, seeks to ban partial- 
birth abortions except when necessary 
to save the life of the mother. A physi- 
cian found violating the act would be 
subject to license revocation or denial. 

Similarlegislation is pending in other 
states and has passed both chambers 
of the United States Congress; how- 
ever, President Clinton vetoed the con- 
gressional legislation. 

"The partial-birth abortion is a prac- 
tice terrifyingly close to infanticide,” said 
Bennett. "There is absolutely no defense 
for its use except to save the mother's 
life. Not only does it-destroy a fetus 
inches from its first breath, but the bar- 
baric nature of this procedure cancause 
psychological and emotional harm to 
the mother." 

The bill willbe returned to the House 
for enrollment and will then be sent to 
the governor for his signature.

Bennett Opposes Metro Council Bill 
Legislation establishing a metropoli- 
tan council with authority to ask voters 
to approve tax levies for the financing of 
cultural and arts organizations has 
passed the Senate, despite opposition 
from Bennett and other senators. 

Senate Bill 1053 would allow coun- 
ties to levy a tax of up to one-half mill to 
finance arts and cultural organizations. 
It would also allow two or more county 
governments within a metropolitan area 
with a population of more than 1.5 mil- 
lionto establish a metro regionalcouncil. 

"This bill expands the boundaries in 
which Detroit interests may levy taxes," 
said Bennett. "Its purpose is to raise 
funding for the arts, which | believe 
should be paid by the patrons of those 
fine institutions. The citizens of my dis- 
trict are not adequately represented by 
this council and | am strongly, vehe- 
mently opposed to this measure. 

"| was not serving in this body when 
the Senate passed Proposal A," he 
added, "but as a clerk in Canton Town- 
ship, my number-one fear was that prop- 
erty taxes would go right back up again, 
and we would be stuck with increased 
sales taxes as well. This bill allows for 
such a gradual creeping up of those 
property taxes." O
